mid to late December. This 
book is a unique mixture of 
both image and word. The 
artist and writer is Jessie 
DuBose Rhoads. She was 
reared on a family farm in 
Coffee County, Alabama 
during the early years of the 
twentieth century. Following 
her marriage to a second 
husband in 1947, she moved 
with him to Pennsylvania 
and began painting. She 
painted periodically for the 
next several years, finally 
returning to Alabama with 
Mr. Rhoads following his 
retirement in 1959. Two 
years later she turned to 
painting for therapy in 
attempting to recover from a 
serious illness. It was during 
this period that she began to 
draw upon her childhood 
memories of rural Southern 
life for subject matter in her 
paintings. 

The painting career of 
Mrs. Rhoads ended in 1972, 
but not before she had 
virtually completed an 
ambitious task she had set 
for herself. Not unlike a 
number of other untrained 
painter, she wanted to record 
her fondest memories of 


childhood and the situations © 


that marked significant 
events in her adult life. She 
recognized that many of the 
things she was able to 
remember so vividly would 
not likely be repeated in 
today’s world. Therefore, 
she chose to share these 
memories by taking up a 
brush and painting in her 
own unique way. In addition 
to painting subjects from 
memory, she recorded her 
reasons for graphically 
depicting those recollections 
and described all of the 
important details in each 
portion of her work. 

The text, which is 
included in this book, was 
edited by Columbus Museum 
of Arts and Sciences curator 
Fred Fussell, from over 200 
typewritten pages which 
were compiled from various 
handwritten, typed and 
dictated narratives produced 
by Jessie Rhoads. She 
affectionately recalls her 
childhood years in Coffee 
County from the early 1900’s 
until shortly before her 
father’s death in 1913. Her 
writings and _ paintings 
covered a wide range of 
subjects in rural south 
Alabama, including box 
suppers, watermelon 
cuttings, square dances, 
milking, picking cotton, 
churning, chopping stove 
wood and tending garden 
and livestock. 

Jessie Rhoads was a pro- 
lific artist during her short 
career, as more than 150 
paintings are known to exist 
to date. For illustrative 
purposes, 20 of her paintings 
have been selecte¢ for full- 
color reproduction in this 
volume. The publication of a 
book of her remembrances 
and selected paintings had 
been her ultimate goal. 

Readers of this book will 
be grateful that Jessie 
Rhoads cared enough ebout 
her childhood memories to 
share them with us through 
her paintings and writings. 

Project editor Fred 
Fussell, a native of Alabama, 
has been a student of the folk 
life and traditional culture of 
the deep south since the late 
1960's. He has served as a 
consultant to many projects 
in historic preservation and 
folk lore in the Southeast, 
including the Festival of 
American Folk Life in Wash- 
ington, D.C, and the 
World’s Fair in Knoxville, 
Tennessee. In 1982, he or- 
ganized a touring exhibition 
of the works of Jessie 
DuBose Rhoads. 

Old and young readers 
will find the large type easy 
to read. In fact, this book has 
been designed with the 


juvenile and older adult 
audiences in mind, It 
provides an_ excellent 


opportunity for reminiscing 
or learning about a type of 
life that many didn’t know 
existed, Mrs. Rhoads is an 
excellent storyteller, so any 
age group will discover 
knowledge and enjoyment 
between the pages of 
MEMORY PAINTINGS OF 
AN ALABAMA FARM.

Common Sense Is Key 


To Firearm Safety 


One key to ensuring 
firearms safety is the 
exercise of common sense. If 
all shooters applied it each 
time they used a firearm, 
there would be few, if any, 
firearms accidents. 

Familiarity often leads to 
carelessness, and that’s 
when accidents can happen. 
A shooter who takes the 
rules of firearms safety for 
granted can be compared to 
an Indy 500 driver taking his 
hands off the wheel going 
into a turn--it just isn’t the 
thing to do. 

Much has been written 
about firearms safety in the 
field. Most of the rules are 
simple. Muzzles should 
always be pointed in a safe 
direction, Never cross a 


stream or fence, climb a tree 


or jump a ditch with a loaded 
gun. Don't shoot before

Jack Prescott, City Clerk 


positively identifying your 
target and knowing what's 


beyond it. These are just a’ 


few of the basic rules. 

Some often-overlooked 
occasions for possible 
accidents occur when 
hunters leave and enter the 
field or take a break while in 
the field. 

A major factor during 
such times is the supposedly 
unloaded gun. The _ best 
safeguard is to make sure, 
when the hunting stops, that 
all guns are unloaded and are 
left with the actions open-- 
even for a short break. A 
loaded firearm leaning 


‘against a tree or a fencepost 


is an accident - waiting to 
happen, 

Vehicles can be another 
focal point for accidents. 
Firearms should never be 
leaned or positioned against 
a fender or bumper. 
Particular attention to safety 
must prevail when placing 
guns in or removing them 
from any vehicle. One of the 
worst things a@ hunter 
can do is pull a gun by its 
muzzle from the car. That's a 
sure-fire way to get into 
trouble should the 
“unloaded gun’’ in fact be 
loaded, 

After the hunt, unloaded 
guns should be cased and 
securely stowed before 
anyone gets in the vehicle. 
Never take loaded sporting 
weapons into a dwelling or 
vehicle. In the home, hunting 
guns and ammunition should 
be kept in separate, locked 
storage cabinets with the 
keys in the custody of a 
responsible, safety-conscious 
adult 

By complying with these 
guidelines and all the other 
rules of firearms safety, you 
can help make a safe sport 
even safer. The guarantee 
for success requires each 
shooter to exercise common 
sense and do his part.
